Official Beport of Gold Commissioner 
Vowell Concerning the Season's 
Besolts. 

Lake Town, Cashab, Oct, let, 1877, 

Sib — I bavo tbe honor to oijcloao here- 
•ffith statistics for 1877, aud ulso to f ui uish 
the following partioulara in reforcuco to 
the general progress, &o., of the district 
of Cassiar during tho present year. 

Although tbe mild winter of 187(i 77 
and the lollowiug spring promised iimore 
favorable season than usual I regret that 
such it has not proved to bo. 

A suocoasion of freshets tlivoughout the 
season rendered the creeks unworkable 
until within the past six weeks, and a 
similar reourrenoo of imsd-slideB consider 
ably retarded mining operations in the 
hills and benches. In some iuHlances, no 
regards the latter, so ranch dnniuyo lins 
been done that the labour of the soa'^ou 
failed to put them in good working order. 

Dease Oreok auffiu-ed most from tho 
incessant rains and tho retaras from that 
oreok are in cousequouce far below what 
they otherwise would have been. Tho 
majority of claims in that creek have been 
transferred to the Chiueso and couao- 
qnently mnnh loss is entailed upon the 
hill oloim holders, who although the 
creek has. onoe been worked out by the 
whites, are still unable to opun their 
ground. 

Thiberts Croek has done comparatively 
well; tLe hilln prnapoct very favourably 
and I have no doubt that should next 
season prove favo.irablo to mining oper- 
ations, the returns for 1878 will fully 
double those of the present year, 

McDame Creek has confirmed my pro 
vioUQ reports, iuasmucli as it is to i 
dsgroe "spotted" and nothiug like a loud 
has yet bean found. 

Snow Creek has not realized tho expec- 
tations of last aotumu, a few claims only 
having yielded richly. 

The tirst North Fork (AIcDamo Creole) 
has turned out very satisfactorily, tbo 
last wash-up from tho Dafvaon it rhillii)a 
tunnel (5 sets) yieLliiig 13Goz., or abmU 
31a4: a day to tho hand. Tho tunnels that 
have struck bedrock above tbem on that 
oreek have obtained prcspeots equally^ l^n- 
couraging. 

Nothing definite is as yet known as re 
gards tbe third North Fork (McDame 
Greek), Prospecting by tunnel is still 
carried on with favorable anticipations as 
to the result. 

The late discovery ("Walker's Creek) is 
worthy of notioe as prospecting well, of- 
ftsrlng renumerative employment to, it is 
estimated, at least a couple of huudrcd 
miners, and tending to open np un en- 
tirely new section of tbis district. It is 
situated in a different range from thut in 
irhioh tho previous discoveries have been 
made, and there is every hope that it will 
proTO the naciens of gold fields as valu- 
able and extensive as any Cassiar has 
heretofore produced. 

Several applications under the Mineral 
Ordinance 1877 have been received, and 
owing to the energy and enter^jriao of J. 
W. McKay, Esq., an arastra has been 
erected near Oleuora for the purpose of 
testing some rook taken fromtlodes in that 
vioinity. Mr. McKay has been untiring 
in his endeavours to develop that branch 
of miniog in this di>trict; but owing to 
the great expoDSB attending such an un- 
dertaking, and to the little interest be- 
stowed upon it by others, the practical 
results arrived at are of little consequence 
further than to prove that tbis is a, coun- 
try rich in quartz, possessing every indi- 
cation of valuable mineral deposits. 

Attempts have been made this year to 
grow grain aod vegetables in the district. 
I am happy to say that very favorable re- 
snllB were arrived at, and that for tho fu- 
ture many thousands of dollars which 
hitherto went to a foreign markotfor ihe 
purchase of such necessaries will heuce- 
fortb be expended in our own country 
and district. 

Seven pre-emptions under the Land 
Act, 1876, have been recorded. 

Packing across the portage from Tele- 
graph Oreek to the head of Dea^o Lake, 
owing to tbo excellence of our trails, etc., 
has been done tbis year ut the rate of 7 
cents per pound instead of from 10 to lij 
cents as paid during last season. 

Tbe mines have been well supplied with 
provisions during the past 'year, aind a 
teadency, though slight, has been exhi- 
bited towards a reduction in the prioo of 
merchaudiflo generally. Tlio prices still 
demanded are, however, high, and I fear 
that there is no immodiaLo Jikelihood ui 
there being any material reductiuu. 

The number of men hero thio season, 
exclusive of Indians, did nOt .at any time 
exceed 1200; of thoso between 300 and 400 
were Chinese. 

Owing to tbo uuproOtabln cxeitomciits 
of thespring I re^et to bo obliged to ro 
port that many miners wore little bettor 
than destitute and had not in many ca-es 
the means of paying their way out of tho 
country. 

There have, however, been fewer cases 
of sickness during tbe year, and the num- 
ber of deaths has been 5 asagainsti 11 in 
1875. 

It is very gratifying to mo to be able to 
state that there have bcou no criminal 
oases, and with tbe exception of one rol)- 
hery, suppos-od to Imvo In ou cominitti d 
by Chinamen, no crimo has beou cumuiit- 
ted in tbo district. 

Tho returns as near as can bo eslimat- 
ed from the closest enquiries uro as fol- 
lows from the different Greeks,;, viz. : — 
Dease Creek, $81,300; Thiberts Creek, 
8173,700; McDumea Creek, .5141,800. 
Amount taken out, of which no delinitn 
returns could bo procured, say iJirj^oOO, 
which, with tho sum of §55.000 uihiwoil 
for tho probable yield from the dale upon 
whioh the stalistios were complotad until 
the 3lBt December next, will bring tiie 
gross amount to $499,837. Considering 
the many difficMilties which have bcisot 
the miners. and tho hict that tijoro have not 
been as many engaged this year, I think 
that on tbe whole tho results for 1877 are 
not unfavorable, but go to prove that Cas- 
siar stands to-day a mining district Hocond 
to none in the province as roganls tbo 
number of men it employs, its great ex- 
tent, its prospects, and tho faot thutitisus 
yet, oxL'cpt as regards a ver.y limited por- 
tion of it, undovclopod.

IN A NEW OHARAOIEB. 



He Proves to be a Swindler and a 
•Forger I 

Tho recGut appoiutmeut of Professor 
Charles Sobafl'or, coruot-playor, baad- 
leador, and cigar mnuufacturor, to a posi- 
tion on tho stair of tho Indian Coiummis- 
sioner for the Mainland, caused currency 
to bo given to many unpleasant stories 
conneoted with his career before coming 
to this Province; but notwitlistanding all 
that was said against him in tUu Press 
and on tho streets ho proceeded coolly to 
perfect his arrangomouts (us iio gave out) 
for returning to' New Wo^tminstcr. Ho 
sold his furniture by unction; he disposed 
-'of'his oigar-making business; ho advor- 
tised for all olaims ugaiust him to bo sent 
in before October 1st, and when the cre- 
ditors applied for thair money bo gave 
thorn orders ou a wcU-kuowu collector, 
who, bo ropri'sontod, would colloct cer- 
tain accounts due liim and liquidate his 
indebtedness. Then be went— whore? 
"Akl there's the rub." New Westmin- 
ster knoW's him not. The Indian Supor- 
intendeut's office runs along in its old 
groove without tlio aid of the musical as- 
aistant. Siuco Tuesday so'ouuight British 
Columbian eyes have liohekl nut tho fino 
figure nor beard thu shrill toot of 
the Professor's horn. The accounts 
against variori'& persons, when presented, 
are found to have been collected 
long ago. But it would appear that 
SchafTer has not stopped at common 
swindling. Ho has aspired higher. Yes- 
terday. Mr. Josoph Rhode of Store street 
made '{he unpleasaut discovery that a 

gromisflory note for §275, purporting to 
ave been ■'drawn'? nii"d. 'signed bjr, Louis 
Willey of New Westminster, in Sohaffer's 
favour, aud payable GO days from date 
of October 12th, is a foigory. Willey re- 
pudiates tho signature, says ho never saw 
the note, and docs not owe SchafiFor a 
dollar. The interest that Ehode has in 
the note is that, he euiiorsad it just to 
oblige SohafiFer>*^hbBisoqaritea;iir at the 
Bank of British Columhia. There are 
rumors extant that Sohaffer is a deserter 
from the American gaviison Fovt Vftu- 
couver, Washington Territory, and that 
in levanting some vahiable property stuck 
to his fingers. SchuOei-, iustead of going 
to San Francisco, is supposed to have 
taken ship for a South Amorican port — 
perhaps to try aud bring Duncan and 
Lewarne to justice and earn the reward. 
The amount of tho fugitive's indebtednos* 
is not known, but it is considerable. 
Other forged notes may be afloat, and a 
day or two will develop facts. Sohaffer 
has resided about sis years in Yictoria and 
at one time stood well in popular eatima- 
tioB. . ,

Editor Colonist: — Afioi- pnsling my 
last my friends luid my.>-olf got undor- 
weigh in the Flirting Peggy on the morn- 
ing of tha tenth inst., bouod for Oomox 
via Departure Bay and Baynes Bound. 
Wo had a snorting breeze from tho S. E. 
Tho Cariboo-Fly ovorhaulod us about 10 
miles N. \V. of Di'iiurturo Buy, so wo sot 
/ull our spare muslin ami let Peggy louse, 
telling her to get ujj and get, aud tho way 
sho did get was a caution to old Holmes. 
We shot past -the Fly as . if . she'^ waa at 
anchor, arriving at Bayhes Sound ono 
hour and at Comox two hours before her 
— making tho quickost timo on record be- 
tween Nanaimo and Comox. 

Baynes Sound will bo ;a. place of con- 
sidorabln importance, providiug tho suo- 
cass of the.oompony turhB out what they 
antioipaJej.''^ Oonfjideiable' oash, has been 
oxpenced in building a wharf, etc. 

Ou entering tho harbor of Comox tho 
first feature of tho place that attracto at- 
tention is tho long wharf, or Dr, Ash's 
monument, as it is called. This wharf 
runs out iuto tho harbor about one mile; 
at the end of it tho stoamoi-s land, 
Comox, on a steamer day, is without ox- 
oeption ono of the livoliott places in Bri- 
tish Coluinbi;i, There aro two nlaocs of 
business besides thorostuflico,an<l an holol 
and there is a store situate at tho steam- 
boat landing, the population being con- 
fined for the most part to tho settlement a 
few miles distant.

A Spaolal Prayer fair the Dawnfoll of tho 
Ruiilnn*. 

PERA,Fridav, September 8.— La lUah 
Allah, ve Mohammed il Ressoul Allah 
— (There is no God but God, aud 
Mohammed is Lis [Ressoul] envoye 
extraordinaire) — rings through thestill 
Autumn air, as from the numerous 
minarets of the mosques of Conatatiti- 
nople tho call to jirayer floats dowu 
tho banks and over the deep blue 
waters of the Bosphorua. ItisFiiday 
— the Mussulman's Suuday — and the 
mouotonoi.3 chant of the Muezzins 
calliusr "the faithful" to mid-day pray- 
er breaks upon my ears as I am writ- 
ing. I Bay monotonous, for sesidents 
in this part ot Pera aro habituated to 
hearing this appeal four or live times 
daily, to say uothuig of its dislurbinp; 
them in tho still hours of the night. 
This moruiug, lunvevor, the inouotony 
ia somewhat relieved, aa in addition 
to tlio ordinary uooutide appeal to 
Allah, a special in'aycu has been drawn 
up by tlio Sheik ul-Islain — the "Head 
of the Church" in 'i.'urkey, if I may 
translate tho title — which, if it be 
granted, will secure the utter oxtormiu- 
alion of all Cliristinus from off the face 
of the earth, kiiviiig it in possession 
of tho IMosleius alone. I have been 
fortuuato iu obtaining a copy in 
Turkish of ibis prityor, a translation 
of wliicli reads as follows: 

"O, most luorciful (ixul, li.-ivo morcy 
on us aud protect us thy faithful peo- 
ple, Almighty God, show no meroj 
to the infidels, Meroiful giver of all 
good things, strengthen tho Ottoman 
arms; by thy powerful nnii disconifort 
tho jiroud unci perlidioiis liou.se of tho 
iiiipioii.H. Glory bo to Ciod, the Lord 
of universe. The grace aud tho bless- 
ings of Qod be upon our Lord, bis 
Prophet, Mohammed, and upon all his 
pious followers. God, btrengtbeu 
thy servant uur Sultan, tho chief of 
thy fiivoiirilo jiooplo. Protect us iind 
our couiilry and sweep olTtiio face of 
the oarth all iniidels o|jposed to ua and 
to our holy and true religion. Destroy, 
Almighty God, every vestige of the 
impious Russiiins, of tlio equally im- 
pious IloUeuos, who aro groping in the 
diukiicss of inipiely Jiko swiue in the 
iiiiro, and have dared to rai.so their 
sacrilegious hands ugaiuat thy faithful 
people and against the prophet. M07 
hammed. Disperse, O God, their 
coalition; scatter their nsHembliea; 
break, O God, their weapons; diminish 
iiiul aiiiiibilato tlioir ranks; seud them, 
God, ([uickly to their destined placo 
of punishment. Pour upon their heads, 
God, all thy wrath and indignation; 
place them, God, in the, central 
abode of the wicued; visit tbem with 
tho indiguation by which' thou ba^t 
hitherto puiiisliod thine enemies. O 
God, confound thoir touguea; lot their 
blood flow in torrents; let their heada 
be trampled upon\by. thy faithful- ser-. 
vauts, theOsmaDlis, break down their 
authority, their rulers, tlieir strong, 
holds; exhaust tlieir power. O God 
make thoir chiklrcn orpiuins, their 
wives widows, and their mothers 
mourners. Confound their mental 
faculties.
